At “Pay-As-You-Throw”

During the fall city council 
campaign, several candidates 
endorsed the recommendation 
of the Recycling Advisory 
Committee to consider moving 
to a “pay-as-you-throw” basis 
for charging for refuse collec- 
tion. On January 29, Esther 
Bowring, Montgomery County’s 
recycling coordinator, gave a 
presentation to Greenbelt citi- 
zens on the Chevy Chase pilot 
program of volume based 
charging. 

The program creates incen- 
tives for citizens to recycle 
more and to reduce the amount 
of trash they generate, by vary- 
ing refuse fees based upon the 
amount of trash collected. 
Bowring described the two 
main types of volume based 
refuse collection used across 
the country. One is to have 
residents purchase special bags 
(or stickers for their trash 
bags). Only trash in these spe- 
cial (or stickered) bags will be 
collected.. ... 

The second type of program 
is to have customers use special 
containers with refuse fees de- 
pendent upon the number and 
size of containers used. 
Bowring noted that these vol- 
ume-based programs were inef- 
ficient forms of “pay-as-you- 
throw” since landfill charges 
are based upon the weight of 
trash. However, the equipment 


needed to weigh and record 
trash by household is relatively 
expensive. 

Chevy Chase chose the con- 
tainer based method. Refuse 
collection in that town is 
largely funded through general 
tax revenues, not customer fees. 
The only fee the city could 
vary based upon volume of 
trash is a $75 annual “dump 
fee” introduced a few years ago 
to help offset rising landfill 
costs. Residents could choose 
among three container op- 
tions—a single 20 gallon can 
for $25/year, a single 32 gallon 
can for $45/year or two 32 gal- 
lon cans for $75/year. Town 
residents were given 10 “excess 
trash” stickers that they could 
use when their trash volume ex- 
ceeded their can capacity. 
Overstuffed cans, with lids 
stacked several inches from the 
top of the can, will not be emp- 
tied. Additional tags can be 
purchased from the town office. 

To encourage participation 
from Chevy Chase. and its citi- 
zens, Montgomery County of- 
fered curbside collection for 
mixed paper. This reduces the 
amount of trash that residents 
must pay to be removed. 

So far, the program seems to 
be encouraging recycling. 
Montgomery County is conduct- 
ing extensive sampling and 
analysis of the types and 
amounts of trash set out. The 


program was instituted last Sep- 
tember. By October the 
amount of recyclables that were 
put out was up roughly 20 per- 
cent from last June and refuse 
down by 16 percent, although 
the total amount of trash 
(recyclables and refuse) re- 
mained constant. The percent 
of households participating has 
increased from 80 percent be- 
fore implementation to 99 per- 
cent in October. The percent- 
age of refuse being recycled 
rose to 63 percent, which is up 
from 45 percent in June. 
Bowring credited most of this 
increase to the new curbside 
mixed paper collection. 

The first step that made the 
program work probably helped 
increase the amount of mixed 
paper collected. Montgomery 
County conducted a massive 


_educational campaign to tell 


citizens what to expect and how 
to participate. At one point, 
Bowring said, they were mail- 
ing flyers weekly. 

It is not easy to set up such 
a program, according to 
Bowring. In addition to the 
educational campaign, the 
county received many special 
requests that they tried to ac- 
commodate to encourage par- 
ticipation. These included mak- 
ing stickers that residents who 


did not want the new containers 


could put on their existing

Fire Station Rehabilitation 


Estimate Is $250,000

The Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad, 
Inc. (GVFD&RS) and-~ the 
Greenbelt City Council are in 
search of $250,000 to refurbish 
the Greenbelt fire station. The 
building, owned by the city and 
leased to the volunteer company 
for a nominal fee, was built in 
1961 at a cost of $115,000. A 
city bond issue was floated at 
that time to pay for construction; 
two later bond issues funded ad- 
ditions. In 1969, a banquet room 
facility was added at a cost of 
$51,000 and in 1978, a second 
addition to provide office and 
bunkroom space was completed 
for $75,000. The fire company 
has reimbursed the city for some 
of these costs through its fund 
raising efforts. | 

Although the building is 
owned by the city, Prince 
George’s County is responsible 
for maintenance as part of its 
support of volunteer fire compa- 
nies, 
plained that maintenance has not 
been adequate and that the build- 
‘Ing 1s deteriorating. Roof leaks 
are a long-standing problem, de- 


The GVFD&RS ‘has com-_ 


spite several efforts at repair. 

Jay A. Remenick, president of 
GVFD&RS, has told county fire 
chief Lemuel Roberts of five pri- 
ority needs for the facility. They 
are: to correct a severe erosion 
problem behind the storage shed 
and fuel tank, to repair loose 
mortar on the building’s exterior, 
to complete the renovation of the 
control room with upgraded air 
conditioning and heating, to com- 
plete renovation of the bunk 
room, and to paint the apparatus 
room, upgrade the room’s lighting 
and install new ceiling tile. 

After surveying the building’s 
condition, William C. Stratton, 
project manager for the Ralph M. 
Parsons Company, prepared a 
conceptual cost estimate of 
250,000 for the general repair 
and renovation of the building. 
The report contains a three page 
list of needed repairs, which in- 
cludes correcting code violations 
identified by the city’s code en- 
forcement program. Major items 
were nearly $65,000 for parking 
lot improvements; $13,000 for 
pathway improvements, including 
lighting to connect the fire station 
lot with St. Hugh’s for overflow 





parking; $16,000 to replace the 
diesel fuel tank; $25,000 for 
improvements to the apparatus 
room; $15,000 for bunk room im- 
provements; $15,000 for a new 
console in the control room and 
$4,000 for the lounge area. 


The City has enlisted the aid ~ 


of State Senator Leo Green in the 
search for funds, but so far a pot 
of gold has not been found. One 
possibility was the use of com- 


munity development block grant 


funds. However, the incorporated 
city of Greenbelt as a whole, the 
territory principally served by the 
department, falls short of qualify- 
ing by a mere .17%, according to 
a memo prepared by former Se- 
nior Administrative Assistant Eric 
Berlin. State funds to the county, 
which must be divided among all 
the fire companies, appear to be 
inadequate to do the job. Green 
has asked Congressman Steny 
Hoyer to explore the availability 
of federal funds. 

In the meantime, county offi- 
cials have been meeting with 
GVFD&RS officers to identify 
problems that can be dealt with 
in the near future with what little 
funds may be available. 


Awards Recognize Adults 
Who Enhance City Schools

Did you know that children 
living in Greenbelt attend more 
than 70 schools in the Washing- 
ton, D.C. area?’ That staggering 
fact was established by the 
Greenbelt Advisory Committee on 
Education (ACE). This commit- 
tee was chartered by the 
Greenbelt City Council in the fall 
of 1994 and established last 
April; Leta Mach is currently the 
chair. 
is to ensure that the schools that 
Greenbelt children attend are the 
best that they can be. On Febru- 
ary 26, the committee will 
present its first ACE Educator 
awards for school-based adults at 
an open city council meeting and 
reception, 

The ACE Educator awards rec- 
ognize adults who have con- 
tributed to Greenbelt students’ 
positive experiences in school. 
Because of the large number of 
schools involved, the committee 
has concentrated its efforts on 
those schools which a majority of 
Greenbelt students attend. These 
include all of the Greenbelt area 
schools — Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School, Greenbelt Middle 
School, Greenbelt Elementary 
School, Springhill Lake Elemen- 
tary, and St. Hugh’s School, as 
well as Magnolia Elementary, 
Oakcrest Elementary, and Robert 
Goddard Middle schools. While 
the committee is concentrating on 
these schools, members are in- 
terested in hearing from, and 
working with, parents whose chil- 
dren attend both these and ‘other 
area schools. 


The committee’s mission | 


Last June the advisory com- 
mittee gave its first ACE awards. 
These were presented to a special 
student in each school who had 
shown a dedication both to the 
school and the community. Stu- 
dents received their certificates at 
a Greenbelt City Council meeting 
and reception. This month, one 
adult in each school will receive 
a similar award. The person may 
be a teacher, administrator, cleri- 
cal or cafeteria worker, or any of 
the adult staff that assist each day 
with the children. Residents are 
invited to the February 26 city 
council meeting to recognize 
these outstanding people. A re- 
ception is planned at 7:30 p.m. 

The Advisory Committee on 
Education currently has seven 
members, and the city council is 
searching for a few more dedi- 
cated individuals. Meetings are 
held once a month, usually the 
fourth Tuesday of the month at 7 
p.m. They are open to the pub- 
lic. 

Additional activities have also 
been organized. At the Greenbelt 
Labor Day Festival, for example, 
the committee sponsored an infor- 
mation booth to introduce them- 
selves to the community and get 
feedback on parents’ and citizens’ 
concems about the school system. 
Although the educational pro- 
gram, school staff, and physical 
resources of the area schools got 
high marks, concern was ex- 
pressed about increasing class 
size. The information received 
will help to shape future com- 
mittee activities. One planned 
activity will be a citizens’ forum.

To- 
gether they roamed the sprawling 
campus while the teens, from 
their own unique perspective, 


captured the university setting on

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Consider the Downsides 


For three years, the Greenbelt City Council has sought full plan- 
ning and zoning authority from the Maryland legislature, authority 
now vested in the county. All six council candidates in last fall's 
election endorsed the effort, as have many citizens. Once again, 
the legislature appears to have rejected the city’s request. 

Because we believed it unlikely that the city would ever attain 
full planning and zoning authority, we have not commented on the 
issue before. However, it appears that the city council intends to 
keep on pressing for planning and zoning authority. We think that 
the community needs to give greater thought to whether this is a 
good idea. We think there are downsides to taking on zoning re- 
sponsibility, even though we understand and share council's frus- 
tration over some of the county’s past zoning decisions. The is- 
sues are more complicated than the debate to date would indicate, 
and we ask that further thought be given to some of the negatives. 

Will having our own zoning authority really solve the prob- 
lem? Some of the developments proposed in the past that have 
most tried council’s patience have clearly been permitted by the 
relevant zoning laws. If the city were unsuccessful in negotiating 
a better plan with the developer, council would still have no op- 
tion but to approve the development. Does the council want to be 
put in the position of having to make a legally correct but unpopu- 
lar decision? 

Increased legal liability. Developers can sue the jurisdiction 
with zoning responsibility if they believe approval of their plans 
was unreasonably withheld or if improper conditions were placed 
upon the development. Even if the city were found to have acted 
properly, the costs of such a suit could be significant. 

The city, presumably, would have to pick up other legal costs 
from the county as well. When the owners of the Sunrise parcel 
filed suit claiming that sufficient work had been done to protect the 
site from rezoning, it was the county that bore the legal costs of 
disproving that claim. Such costs would be the city’s if it were 
responsible for zoning. 

Budget Impact. During the election, several candidates argued 
that increased fees would pay for any additional costs incurred by 
these new responsibilities. We are not so sure. The city is largely 
developed. How can the city maintain an adequate, highly trained 
staff during slow periods (when few fees are received) to handle 
a major development proposal? 

Range of expertise. The county has an experienced staff with 
a variety of expertise that a small city such as Greenbelt could not 
hope to duplicate. | 

Effect on council elections. Throughout its history, Greenbelt 
has depended upon a part-time council of citizen-legislators, With 
the range of council's authority limited, elections have remained 
non-partisan, relatively low in cost and largely free of outside in- 


fluence. Independent zoning authority could well change these 


conditions, as councilmembers’ decisions would then have a direct 
influence on developers’ profits. 

Perhaps the concerns here can be mitigated. Perhaps, when all 
is considered, the advantages may be found to outweigh the dis- 
advantages. We believe, however, that more consideration should 
be given to these concerns and that council should better justify its 
reasons for seeking planning and zoning authority before another 


effort is made to gain it. |

Nisecthea Scheduled

After 35 years, the DC Road 
Runners’ Washington’s Birthday 
Marathon is coming. to 
Greenbelt. It will be held on 
Sunday morning, February 18. 
In 1961, Hugh Jascourt of 
Greenbelt started this annual 
marathon, now one of the old- 
est in the country and one of 
the few in the Washington met- 
ropolitan area. It has had sev- 
eral homes, but since 1972 the 
course has been mainly on 
BARC’s rural roads, where it 
will take place again this year. 

The best place to view the 
runners will be at the Log 
Cabin between Powder Mill 
Road and Beaver Dam Road 
near the bottom of Research 
Road, as there is parking there. 
In addition, the 3-person mara- 
thon relay (8th annual) - each 
runner running about 8 and 1/2 
miles - will have their exchange 
point there. 

The start and finish will be 
just above the first block on 
Northway. For safety reasons, 
spectators should park in the lot 
behind the library. 

Volunteers are asked to come 
to the Youth Center on Febru- 
ary 18 by 9:30 a.m.

containers, permitting paper 
for recycling to be put out in 
containers instead of paper 
bags (the collectors do not 
like the containers as they 
can be very heavy when full). 

The mechanics of distribut- 
ing the cans proved very time 
consuming. First, residents 
were asked to specify which 
of the three can options they 
desired. Those who did not 
respond were assigned the 
highest level of service (and 
the highest cost). Then the 
cans were distributed. Fi- 
nally, there was a switching 
period when residents could 
change their can size once 
they saw how much (or little) 
trash they were putting out. 

Currently, Chevy Chase’s 
collection system is similar to 
Greenbelt’s. Refuse is col- 
lected from the back yard 
twice a week and recyclables 
curbside once a week. How- 
ever, the town has just 1,028 
homes, all detached single 
family units. Bowring said 
that she does not believe any- 
one has solved the problem 
of volume-based pricing in 
multifamily homes where 
trash is put out in a common 
area. Unstickered trash there 
cannot be traced back to the 
household to which it be- 
longs. 

Although Chevy Chase 
chose the container system, 
Bowring feels it is the harder 
system from an administrative 
standpoint. Although there 
are continuing administrative 
costs for selling stickers or 
bags, the sticker system is 
more flexible. With stickers, 
there is a continuing incentive 
to reduce the amount of 
refuse set out. Each bag put 
out has a specific cost. With 
a container system, however, 
unless you can consistently 
get the amount of refuse 
‘down to a smaller container, 
there is little incentive to 
change purchasing habits to 
generate less trash. Residents 
using the smallest container 
do not have an economic in- 
centive to further reduce their 
refuse.

Tax Returns Can Be 
Simplified this Year 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis Goldstein and IRS Dis- 
trict Director Paul Harrington 
highlighted the following 
Maryland state income tax 


changes and services at a re-

No Federal Schedule A or 
Child Care Forms Required 


This means about one mil- 
lion taxpayers no longer need 
to send in additional federal 
forms with their Maryland in- 
come tax returns in order to 
itemize deductions or clarm a 
child care deduction. 


Electronic Filing 


There are more opportuni- 
ties than ever to file federal 
and Maryland returns elec- 
tronically. People may now 
file their Maryland return 
electronically even if they owe 
money. A bill will be sent to 
them which must be paid by 
April 15. “By filing elec- 
tronically, you are certain that 
the return was received and 
that the amount due is correct. 
You won’t get an unexpected 
bill later for an adjusted 
amount,” Goldstein added. 


More taxpayers will be able - 


to have their tax preparers file 
both their federal and Mary- 
land returns electronically be- 
cause Maryland is now partici- 
pating in the joint federal/state 
electronic filing program. | 


New Forms-By-Fax System

The Man Who Came to Din- 
ner is a challenging show to find 
props and set pieces for. Some 
of the needs included an authen- 
tic 1930s wheelchair and tele- 
phone, penguins, an octopus, and 
an Egyptian sarcophagus.
